great disappointment to know that the sum collected to 
date is still over £100 shor: of the required amount and, 
as on the last occasion on which I wrote you, [T still think 
your older nephews and nieces do not pull their weigh’. 

“As time goes on your circle of nephews and nieces 
should be an ever-widening one, and as the members of 
the League grow older they should be in a better pesition 
to contribute to your funds, Therefore it makes me 
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wonder why it should take longer to collect the second 
¢599 than the first. 

You will remember that although the task we set 
ourselves was to collect the first £509 in five years, actually 
it only took three, as the full amount was forthcoming on 
Febraary 17th, 1925, the third anniversary of the institu- 
tion of the Fund. I would now suggest that the members 
of the League make a special effort to complete the second 
bo) by the tifth anniversary of the commencement of the 
fund for the second cot, namely, February 17th, 1930.

The Weinberg Apparatus. 


HE further trial of the mechanical device for casting animals 
for Jewish slaughter, 


which was promised defiaitely to be held 
during last month, has gone the way of more than one appointment 
previously fixed for the same purpose. In the result the Com- 
munity is virtually as far off as ever from obtaining some method 
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of casting less crude and objectionable than the one now employed. 
It is of course out of question that any machine should be adopted 
that does not folfil completely all that is needed by such an 
apparatus, and too great caution can scarcely be taken before 
arriving at any decision in the matter. But it is common know- 
ledge that some very different influence is at work causing delay in 
thetestingof Mr. WeInrzre’s invention which, since its previous trial 
in which the Shechi'a Board assisted when it was found faulty in some 
particulars has now, it is claimed, been perfected. At least it satis- 
fled a close examination afew months agoat Leeds. What has not, 
however. been overcome is the Trade opposition which has declared 
itself all along to the mechanical process. And now we under- 
stan’, although all arrangements for a test had been defined, the 
Superintendent at the Islington S!aughter House, where it was to be 
held, has intervened with conditions that amount to a virtual dead- 
lock. For they are conditions which Mr. WEINBERG contends 
prejudice severely a fair trial of the machine. Whether or not the 
Superintendent bas any sympathy with the attitude adopted by the 
Trade or not, his present action makes for further delay in proving 
the worth of a mechanical as opposed to a hand method of casting. 
Nothing could better please the Trade. What the Shechita 
board .3 doing to resist the defiance thus offered it, we are unaware, 
ut we are in little doubt that if this matter continue; to be dallied 
with much longer, as it has for so long, we shall find ourselves 
faced with a very drastic threat to Shechita in this country. Any- 
thing of the kind is to be deprecated very heartily ; and we are not 
atall sure that the Community will not, as we have before sug- 
gested, in the end find itself compelled to invoke legislation pro- 
viding ccmpulsorily for a mechanical means of casting. There 
seems to be no other, way for overcoming the obduracy of the 
Trade, which places its interests above those of the Community 
and avove the demands of humanity towards dumb auimals. 


The Foreign Secretary on Palestine. 
— - 

Speaking on Wednesday at the Labour Party Conference at 
Drighton,. Mr. Arthur Henderson, thé Foreign Secretary, said that he 
1roposed to confine himself to questions of foreiga policy. Speaking 
(r-tof Palestise, he sail he was happy to svy that the latest reports 
indicated that order had been fally restored, and that energetic 
steps had been, and were being, taken by the civil authorities 
to bring the gailty to trial whatever their race or creed. (Cheers). 
A commission had been appointed to inquire into the immediate causes 
which bad led to the recent outbreak and to make recommendations as 
to the steps necessary to avoid a 1¢.urrence. The irquiry of the com- 
mission would not, however, extend to major ques'ions of policy. The 
Government had no intention of reconsidering the British tenure of the 
Mandate for Palestine. There was no question of altering the position 
of this country in regard to the Mandate or the policy, laid down in 
the Balfour Declaration of 1917, and embodied in the Mandate 
of supporting the establishment in Palestine of a national home 
for the Jews. This policy was still, asit always had been, subject to 
the condition that the civil and religious rights of all the inhabitants of 
Palestine, irrespective of race and religion, must at all times be safe- 
guarded. When the report of the Commission appoidted to make this 
important inquiry was recoived, the Goverament wuu'd carnestly con- 
sider along what lines, within the terms of the Mandate, future policy in 
Palestine should be directed.

The Rev. George Belasco, whose sodden death caused a <a iork 
to those who knew him, came of an old Sephardi family, <or, of 


the members of which w. re well k2own years ago in very differe:: alke 
of life. Inthe psimy days of the Prize Ring, Abe Belasco caine. ; 
fame but not much money. This was equally true of Dan ¥. 
altbongh Belasc did not nearly come up to Dan's standard 
“Aby” as he was generally called, joined Mendoza in an ce,’ 
boxing tour in the provinces. His brother Israel, was alsoa p.. ry 
and both brothers wade their appearance in the prize riog in the <ime 
year, viz., 1517. 


The last of the night watchmen at the Sephardi Cemetery in the 
Mile Ead Road was also a Mr. Abe Belasco. His duty consisted ig 
parading the cemetery at different intervals during the night a< a or 
caution against the dead bodies being removed from the graves. This 
ghoulish practice prevailed mapy years ago, when the graves were 


desecrated and the bodies removed for medical and surgical purp sex. 
although I do not. know that any instance is oa record of such « thing 
occurring at the old Sephardi Cemetery. Still the Mahamad b-) «ved 


that it might happen at any time and Mr. Belasco, like his predecessors in 
ofiice, had to take up his nightly vigil in the little watchman'«tower bh»: 
in the centre of the ground, armed with an obsolete biunderbuss« ani an 
old-fashioned police rittie. 


The most famous of the Belascos was David James, the celebrated 
actor. David James died in 1*93 and at the time of his death was one of 
the finest comedians on the English stage. His greatest character 
was that of Perkyn Middiewick, one of the fathers in “Our Boys” 
and his masterly acting was the means of makiog “Our Boys” create a 
record (which stood for many years) for the longest non-stop ron a‘ any 
English theatre. David Janvres left his residuary estate to charity with 
the particular request that tbe iosti:utions to receive benefit uucer his 
will should be those intended for the benefit of sctors or persons 
connected with the stage.

It was a pity that he did uot devote his talents to tse 
higher branches of music, in which it was predicted he would have mile 
agreatname. Meloly and the modern craze for jazz were the keyouwe 
of most of hislater compositions. In his early years of composition, his 
music was iaspired by patriotism. At the age of eleven, he com) cod 
“Nelson's Victory,” in commemoration of the Centenary of Trafa'car. 
For King Edward's Coronation, be composed his march, “ England s()*5, 
and in 1904, he composed the popular “ Kiltie’s March” for the hives 
Band at the Albert Hall. He frequently played and condacted cratuious'y 
for charity, and in this respect Jewish charitable institutions were o° 
forgotten.

| had previously made this suggestion to the First Commissioner of 
Works. and ia reply received the following communication : 

\ -toria Park does not come under my jurisdiction as First Commiasioner 
of Works and I should be unable to money to that Park. » Victoria 
Park was, indeed, acquired and laid out by my department, but in 1887 it was 
decided that Battersea, Kenuington and Victoria Parks ought to be maintained 
by the London County Council out of Local Funds, rather than by the Govern- 


ment, in the same Way as provincial parks were maintained by local authorities. 
Victoria Park is, I believe, already well sapplied with sand pits and other 
amenities for the children as money from the rates cah properly be spent on 


these ob:ects. 

Inthe case of the Roval Parks, however, we are not supposed to spend 
pablic fonds on amenities of primary benefit to the locality, and it is for this 
reason Liat I have to appeal to the generous public to provide them.’ 

Mr. George Lansbury refers me to the London County Council's 
Handbook on the subject, issned in 1924, from which I quote as follows: 

\ ctoria Park is the playground and the garden of the East End; within 
it, space is found for every form of outdoor sport; cricket , football, hockey, 
lawn-tenuis, bowls and quoits—in addition to eycling on several miies of 
carrace roads. There are three lakes, one for boating, a second for women 
and giris bathing, and the third, which has been concreted, is one of the finest 
open a + swimming baths for men and boys iu the world, Of the four gvymnasia 
one is reserved for adults and three for children, the latter being provided with 
sand , A running track with jumping puts, etc, 1s extensiveis used for 
sports and training.”

Commission’s Investigation Postponed. 


MANY ARABS ARRESTED AND SENTENCED. 


—- 


THE HEBRON MASSACRE INQUIRY. 


The Colonial Office has announced that the commissioners appointed 
by the Government to inquire into the Palestine outbreak have decided to 
postpone the departure until the end of October, in order that all the 
parties chiefly concerned may have ample time to make adequate arrange- 
ments for their interests to be represented. 

Considerable indignation has been caused here both in Arab and Jewish 
circles by the report that the Inquiry Commission will not be open to the 
Preas nor to the public. In Government circles it is stated, however, that 
the report was an unauthorised one and that no definite decision has as yet 
heen arrived at regarding the matter. It is fairly certain that the sittings 
will be open to the Press, although the public will not be admitted. 

Mr. Leonard Stein, Political Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, is 
leaving London on Sunday for Palestine to assist, as Honorary Counsel to 
the Jewish Agency, in the preparation of the Jewish case for presentation 
befors the Commission. 

Durinz the past week there have been some incidents of violence. Jacob 
Cohoa, a sixty years old refugee from Safed, who was returning from the 
wedding ceremony of a relative at Jerusalem, was stabbed in the street 400 
yards from the police station, and later died of his wounds. An Arab, who 
was found lying injured beside the railway line in the valley below Jerusalem, 
allezed that he had been thrown out of the train by Jews. Bedouin brizands 
mid+ an attack on the Jewish children’s colony, known as Kfar Yeladim. 
Tacy avproach«d the colony at night, disconnected the telephone and began 
a fusillads, Tao Jewish watchman, Mr, Shalom Elisha Sundler, held them 
a* bay with a rifle, un‘il he was wounded. In the meantime the Jews of 
Morchisiah, hoaring the firing, rushed to the rescue. Later on the military 
avi police from Afuleh and Nazareth arrived on the scene, but the Bedouins 
exaped with two horses and two mules belonging to the colony. The 
military authorities are now trying to locate the Bedouin gang, and have 
succecded in tracing it to the Arab village of Shaont. 

A Yemenite Jew was shot at his housein Jerusalem, on Tuesday 
morning, and has died as a result of his wounds. 

In view of the frequency of murder cases, Sir John Chancellor is 
preparing a decree directing that all the inhabitants of any neighbour 
hood ia which such crimes occur, shall be punished. 


Trials of Jews ani Arabs. 

The thir.y-three Jews, who were arrested about a month ago at_ the 
(jrand Mills in Haifa, have been acquitted. They were accused of kil ing 
Arabs, but no arms were found on them, and the police were unable to 
produce any evidence against them, 

A larze number of Arab agitators and rioters have been sentenced to 
var.ous terms_.of imprisonment and fines. Fines have been imposed on a 
number of Jews who were found to have been unlawfully in possession of 
arm; during the riots. A British judge at Haifa fined Mr. David Shinka- 
tovaky £25 for being in possession of a loaded military revolver during the 
r o's in the city. The judge declared that for this offence he could send the 
accused even to penal servitude for three years, but taking into consideration 
the fact that in a time of grave danger Mr, Shinkarovsky defended other 
citizens, he only imposed a fine on him, 

The authorities in Haifa have arrested the head of the local office of the 
Palestine Syndicate, Mr. Goldental, who is accused of having shot an Arab 
during the Arab attack on the Jewish quarter. 

The Jaffa Court has sentenced the Mukhtar of Dira to imprisonment 
for four months for stealing a mule during the attack on Hulda. Two armed 
Arabs found at Nessziona ani Kalendia have been sentenced to imprison- 
ment for eighteen and twelve months respectively. At Haifa an Arab 
looter hae been sentenced to imorisonment for five years. Thirty-six Arab 
peasants from Tirah have been tried for attacking Botlyralim, near Haifa. 
Thirty-two have beon sentenced to hard labour for five years each and four 
t» hard labour for two years each. | 

Two not=? Hebron Arabs, MM. Shanzi Avoda and Mohammed Anacni, 
have beoa sent for trial after their identification as the murderers of some 
of the Jowish at Hebron. 

Arabs have boon arrosted in conaection with the murder of Mr. 
Herzenstein, the surveyor, the burnt remains of whose body were found at 
Finzeittin. 

Altogether, about 600 Arabs and forty Jews have been sentenced to 
various terms of imprisonment in connection with the riots. ' 

The inquiry into the Hebron massacre is now in full switig. . The efforts 
of th> Moslem leaders to secure the release on bail of the Hebron Sheikh 
Tahb Marka have failed. He is heavily incriminated as the leader of the 
massacre. The Hebron Jews have given evidence depicting the terrible 
massicre and identifying the murderers. Thes> deeply impressive accounts 
are defeating all attempts of the Arab lawyers to soften the impression of 
the massacre. 

The Medical Officer of the Health Department at Hebron, Dr. Abdul, 
giving evidence in Court, stated that none of the bo lies of the Jewish victims 
«f the Hebron massacre was examined by the Government Medical Officers 
and drawn up about them. The bodies: he 
declared, ‘were buried on Aagast 24 and 25 without any certificates, because 
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the situation which prevailed at Hebron then prevented the oa.

Problems of Economic Readjustment. 
DESERTION OF THE OLD CITY. 


(From a Correspondent—J ERUSALEM.) 


With the refugees gradually returning to the cities and villages from 
which they have been evacuated during the riots, the economic problem 
comecs once thore to the forefront of Jewish life here. The rebuilding of 
the destroyed houses and settlements, the adjustment to the new con. 
ditions created by the events, and the finding of suitable employment for 
the workless, occupies the attention of responsible bodies here. And again 
begins the daily struggle for the right of Jewish labour to be employed ina 
the public works carried on by the Government. 

A representative of the Haifa Workers’.Council visited Mr. Thomson, 
the Resident Engineer in charge of the harbour works, and discussed 
With him the question of the employment of Jewish labour. He drew 
Mr. Thomson's attention to the fact that at present there are employed 
in these works six hundred Arabs and only four Jews. The usual promise 
Was given to look into the matter. 

It could be only expected that the continuous attacks on the Jews 
who still live aud trade in the Old City will sooaer or later lead to the 
exodus of the Jewish shopkeepers from the old, narrow and dirty, 
although picturesque streets. During the last month more than ove 
hundred Jewish shopkeepers left the Old City and took shops in the new 
business centre of Jerusalem. The commercial contre, Shamab, with its 
modern clean stores situated in the heart of New Jerusalem, will probably 


play the same role as the Tel-Aviv commercial centre does in res ct of 
Jaffa.

The Seeretarv, Mr. P. Horowrtz, B.Sc., read a number of messages.

Sir Alfred Davics wrote: “ Christendom, equally 
with Jewry, has been greatly shocked by the recent deplorable outrages 
in Palesiinc. To those non-Jews like myself who, having seen something 
of the work. which Zionists are doing in and for the Holy Land, have felt 
it a privilcze to he'p in promoting the cause of the Jowish National Home, 
the recent events have come as a crucl and bitter disappointment... . 
It is for the Jewish people to show to the world at this crisis that they can 
still he tree to their ideals. Let them nonour the dead by serving the living.’ 

Mr. Scues said the Conference was darkened by the vory great loss 
which thoy hed sustaimed in the sudden death last. Friday of Mr. Sol. 
Goldbers. of Leeds, a member of their Executive and Chgirman of the Leeds 
Commission. “We have lost a very dear friend,’ he said, “a pionecr in 
Zionism and a man who gave his whole life to the cause. He died, his work 
unfinisho’.

Presidential Address. 


In his Presidential address, Mr. Scwen reviewed the work of the Jewish 
Nations! Fund during the past two vears in Palestine and in this country. 
Were it not, he said, for the terrible events in Palestine a few woeks ago, 
the last two vears would have been looked upon as years of solid achievement. 
Unemployment had been conquered, a new era had begun and private 
enterprise hed made considerable progress. They had also witnessed a 
remarkable increase in the land acquisition of the Jewish National Fund, 
and only a few weeks ago the consummation of the Extended Jewish Agency 
marked a beginning of a united front in Jewry. The Aeren Aayemet had 
increase in land possessions by something like 40 per cent. Their total 
possession in the Emck to-day was 168,000 dunams, and perhaps their most 
Important requisition was that of Haifa Bay. During the last two yoars some- 
thing like 83,000 dunams had been added to their previous purchases, and

Political Blunders in Palestine. 
MR. JABOTINSKY AT ANIWERP. 
‘From onr Correspondent. —ANTWERP. | 

A mwass meeting arranged by the Revisionist Party was held at 
Antwerp ou Sunday morning, at which Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky delivered 
an addres There was a large audicnce, but the leading “ Weizmann ” 
Zionists of \ntwerp were absent. 

Mr. daboTINskKY said that those who belonged to hie Party were the 
frst to proclaim their trust in England. They had great faith in the 
British people, and this they maintained in spite of what happened; but 
there was a distinction between faith in a nation and in a bureacracy or 
an admivistration. Palestine was governed not only to. the 
detriment of the Jewish aspirations but it was badly governed. 
The Arabs had been given to understand that facilities would 
be given for creating the Jewish National Home, but what after. 
wards happened was the virtua! stoppage of immigration. The Arabs 
thas gained the impression that England was not in earnest, and was 
merely bound by her commitments, from which she wanted to free herself. 
Every educated Englishman knew that colonisation might engender friction 
with the native, who objected tothe newcomer, and therefore there was 
needed an apparatus for maintaining order. Iu Palestine, at first, the 
Jewish battalions were disbanded; then, owing to the pressure 
from the british gutter Press, the troops were withdrawn. When 
be had asked why they had not enrolled more Jews in the Police 
Foree, the anwer given was that the Arabs had a better 
physique’ The Zionists Organisation were at fault, too, for not having 
pointed oul to the British Government and to the British people that the 
situation Was both intolerable and dangerous. Ridiculous ovations had 
been given |.ord Allenby and Sir Herbert Samuel, said Mr. Jabotinsky. 
Allenby was a great soldier, but it was at a time when he had 30,000 
‘oops in the country that there was trouble in Palestine. Sir 
Herbert Samocel was an honourable man, but he was the worst 
Administrator they had, and for his mistakes they now were paying dearly. 
The Arab, like every native, was against colonisation, and for that reason 
42 Apparals for keepiog order was required. The British taxpayer would 
hot have to pay for it; the Jews themselves would provide it. It 
might be said that it was unethical and immoral to force oneself on an 
unwilling palive population: then it was wrong to have colonised America 
tiree hundred years ago when it was populated by Red Indians. More- 
over, the Arabs were the richest nation in the world as regards possession 
of land. They had immense undeveloped territory of their own. He 
asked three things of Jewish youth : to learn Hebrew, Jewish history and 
ography to learn a trade, but above all not to forget their muscles.

Three of us were sitting smoking in the library—the Young Man, the 
Old Mao and myself. I listened as the other two talked. 

vse Young Man was saying that he did not intend coming to Syna. 
gogue on the approaching “High” Holy Days (as they were absurdly 
called). The sentiments associated with them no longer appealed to him 
Ip our prayers we flattered the Divinity, cringed to Him, begged to be 
written in the Book of Life. Then there was the usual sermon which 


chast sed the one-day-a-year Jew, or appealed for donations to some 
charity cr other. He, for his part, was tired of it all. It left him un- 
moved. It was interesting, of course, to meet one’s friends at Synagogue, 
and (be exchanging of greetings after the service was pleasant enough. 
Bot | © edification, for uplifting, one looked in vain. 


» Old Man was silent fora while. He appeared to be thinking 
baru. Fresently he broke the silence by asserting that there were 
etili a good number of black patches in the world. He was not 
thinking necessarily of Jews. He meant quite generally. He had 


in mind, for instance, the three Dictatorships in Lurope—io Spain, Italy 
and Jogosiavia. In allof them political freecom did not exist. Spies 
abounded everywhere ; a Gread terror had settled down on many of their 


inhabitants. People with progressive views were afraid for their lives. 
Italy. it seems, sets the example. Doubtless a case may be made out 
for tbe pew régime in Italy. But the mediaeval robber barons and 


Father Thomes Torquemada also made cut a case for themselves. It is 
clear that the dictatorsbip was established and maiatains itself by 
terrorism. ‘The new rulers of Italy regard democracy as the lie of lies, 


demand submission to authority as the highest duly of the citizen, and 
eal! for prescribed discipline in‘all things In their view the world is one 
of ravening wolves, and therefore all citizens must be trained to fight 
All education, they hold, must be education for war. Only brute force 
ean maintain a system such as this. 


The Young Man enquired wonderingly: “ What has all this to do 


wilh going to Synagogue on Kosh Hashana’” 

The Old Man pleaded for patience and continued bissoliloguy. Was 
itnot a shame that ia Jugoslavia, for instance, the people of Croatia 
should suffer an unjust oppression at the hands of the gentlemen of 
Beigrade? Things are no better in Hungary. Woe betide you if you 
nursed within your breast any but the orthodox political opinions! Woo 
betide you if you dared to criticise the Government! Handreds of 
law-abiding citizezs were languishing in prison for their political opinions. 
The Old Man recalled the lament of No'elet: “I returned and considered 
all the oppressions that are done under the sun; and behold the tears of 
such as are oppressed, and they had no comforter; on the side of their 
oppressors there was power; but they had no comforter.” lament 
would be in place to-day in a number of countries, Cast your mind to 
South Africa and consider the fate of the Bantu race. They may be 
jar\-skinned, but are they not God's creatures in precisely the same way 
as (he white man? 


The Young Man was listening intently, stiil wondering where a!l this 


would lead. I marvelled at the skill with which the Old Man marshalled 
bis facts. 

Everywhere there appears t> be a spirit of uarest, he went on. In 
Germany the recant bomb plot that was discovered laid bare the 
existence of a group of men who relied on force and iatended to use force 
in orler to subvert the State. Ia Austria the citizens gave the impres.- 
sion of being organised in two armed camps, each ready to spring at the 
throat of the other. Racent events in Palestine, again, threw into relief 
the fact that someone in authority there was a devotee of force and of 
brute passions. It is evident toall sensible people that the miserable scum 
that were guilty of the massacres were merely tools in the hands of others 
whose incitement to slaughter was reprehensible in the extreme. But 


come bearer home. Most of the anti-Palesiine Mandate articles in the 
Lon lon popular Press were animated by hostility toJews. Why’ Have 
these Christian writers forgotten the injunction to which they would 


surely declare their devotion: “Love thy neighbour as thyself”? Ah! 
but they do not approve of Zionists. They seem to think that a Zionist 
is ao abnormal kind of human creature, and they are ready to have a 
di: at him wherever they can. THe TIMES LITERARY SUPPLEMENT in 
a notice of a book of Palestine photographs recently published, remarked: 
~ \\ hile many of the pictures show scenes of great natural or architec ‘ural 
bcuty, others display the often distressing types of building which the 
7 onists have inflicted on the Holy Land.” That is clearly written with 
the venom of prejadice. In the first place, why are the Zionist buildings 
“Cistressing "? Distressing to whom ? Secondly, how can questions of 
tastc be disputed? Thirdly, is it not reasonaab‘'e to assume that, since 
‘Z.onists lowe their land with every fibre of their being, that love would 
Lc lestionably make them build beautifal buildings? Love and beauty 
twin sisters. 

‘at no matter. Zionists are not popular in England jast at present. 
The cloud, however, will lift; for basically the Englishman is just. Why, 
even the Bolsheviks and their works are beginning to be regarded with 
less unreasoniog bias in England. There are people who write books 
about the exeellenecs of education ia Soviet Russia and their books find 
4ppreciation among the thoughtful. The Bolsheviks are not, it seems, 
&\\ogether as black as they are painted. Jews suffer hardships in Soviet 


It di sires fo uplift man. Bat the Soviet Authorities bave lost faith in 
religion as an uplifting force and suggest other forces. Signor Mussolini 
aso, despite his professions ef devotion to the Catholic religion, has set 
up a pew kind of faith for bis followers—the worship of the State. 

These are word probleme, and they must affect us as Jews. We 
have ou the one hand the League of Nations, attempted understandings 
for the reduction of armaments, the cultivation of international good-will. 
Hut at the same time there is devotion to the cult of force, to the barbaric 
principle that might is right; there is still much needless oppression in 
the world. What bave we Jews to say to it all? 

The Young Man's eyes were fall of wonder and questioning. — 

As long as force is triumpbant in the world, the Old Man went on, it 
is the duty of Jews to proclaim anew the doctrines of world brotherhood, 
of the cooperation of nations, of the power of the spirit. As long as 
force is triginphant anywhere, it is the duty of Jews to assemble for 
prayer and meditation on Rosh Hashana at least, to pray for the forma. 
tion of the Great Society “to serve Thee with a perfect heart”; to pray 
for “iniquity to close its month and all wickedness to be wholly con- 
sumed like smoke, and forthe €cminion of arrogance to pass away from 
the carth” The Day of Atonement may well become the Day of At- 
Che-Ment among the pations. 

Tae Youog Man appreciated the workings of the Old Man’s mind and 
as the arguinent dawned upon him his face beamed. 

ihe Olid Man continued. To-@sy, no less than in previous ages, the 
forces of Good and the forces of Evil are in conflict. As educational and 
international understanding spread, the forces cf Good—of Right, of 
Justice, of Liberty of thought, of toleration, of friendship—will tend to 
triamph more and more over Evil, which expresses itself mostly in brute 
force, oppressicn, intolerance, hatred. The Jew stands for the powers of 
Light and Goodness: and as long as these call for a public avowal, the Jew 
must not failio bisdaty. If he does, he may as well lose himself at once 
amobg the bations. Ile is not wanted in the world. The everyday 
ordinances of his religion are intendéd to retain his individuality ia order 
that be may avow himself the great supporter of Justice and Mercy, 
both for individva's and for nations. It is only blindsess that makes 
Jews intolerant of each other in regard to these everyday ordinances. 
Some do not see the wood for the trees. Not the everyday ordinances of 
Judaism matter supremely. It is their purpose that matters, and their 
purpose is clearly expressed in the Rosh Uashana liturgy. 

There was a moment's pause. Then the Young Manspoke. “It wil 
be a pleasure, Sir, for me to accompany you to Synagogue on the 
approaching Festivals.” 

We sat on for some time, each wrapped in his own thoughts.

A Wandering Syrian. 
To the Editor of THe JEW1Sn CHRONICLE. 


Sin, —Your correspondent, Mr. A. lL. Hassan, suggests that the correct 
trausiation of "BR DIN "DIN would be: “Arami (Laban) bad intended 
annihilating my father (Jacobi.” Ina this opioion he is followiog the 
Midras%ic interpretation, popularised in the Passover Hagga tah, quoted 
also by “Rashi,” aod in the paraphrase of Onkelos. Unfortunately 
Midrashic interpreters have no grammatical conscience. Translators, 
therefore, are wel advised in avoiding versions that do violence to the 
proper construction of the sentence, however tempting these excursions 
from the plain path may be for homiletical purposes. Iba Ezra deals 
faithfully with the proper translation of this verse. He says: “The 
word “ID°N is ao intransitive verb. If the word “O° referred to Laban, 
then the verb used should be ‘TSN or ‘TZN. In this text "O°N 


refers to Jacob. The purport of the text is as follows: “When my 
father was in Syria, he was 335K," i.¢., poor, without means. We havea 
similar use of the word in Proverbs xxxi., 6, “Give strong drink to the 
“31N." The meaning of this word appears c‘early in the next verse: 
“Lot him drink and forget his poverty.” Ibn Ezra continues: “ The 
meaning of the declaration made by the offerer of the first fruits thus 
becomes clear. He declares: “I did not inherit this land from my 
ancestor (Jacob). He was but a poor man in Syria. In Egypt also he 
was but a stranger, sojournsing there with bat few in number. Bat there 
he became a great nation, and Thou, O Lord, didst bring us out of slavery 
and has givea us this good land, of whose produce | am now offering the 
first fruits to Thee.” 

Even from a bomiletical point of view, much appears to be gained by 
a careful translation of the text. Ibn Ezra farther explains, that the 
appellation of “Syriana” to Jacob is a perfectly natural one. Since for 
twenty years that was his adopted country. A man, who for twenty 
years lives with his uncle in his mother’s native land of Syria, who 
marries his uncle's daughter, and whose children are reared there, may 
well be spoken of as a Syriaa, waen that period of his life is recalled in 
history. | 

This translation is followed by the Eaglish authorised version and 
by most m>lern traaslators of the Bible. It is fair, however, to record 
that Chief Rabbi De. Nathan Adler, in his learne1 commentary on the 
paraphrase of Oakelos, supports the Midrashic version against [ba 
Ezra’s argument by a reference to the musical notation of the passage. 
But, I have no doubt, that that point was a's> taken into consideration 
by Ibn Ezra, when he wrote so emp atically agaiast acc pting the 
Midrashic interpretation as a correct translation.

THE SLAVONIC JOSEPHUS. 


A great stir has been made by the discovery in 


recent vears of a namber of pesscges in the Sle vornic 
text of Jos phus which are mixing in the extant 
(ireck text. A new problem hae thus arisen affect- 


ing the chorecter of the latter, especially 


as theae 
refer to incidents in the hives amd works 
of Joho the Baptist and of Nazareth.

The newly-acclaimed pesseges of the 
Kassian Jxsophus pertaining to John the Beptist 
am! to Jeus of Nazareth Inve been frequently 
In 1856, Andrey Popov pub- 
lished for the first time excerpts from a Russian 
vorsion of writings attributed to Flavius Josephus. 
(wher specimens of this text were given in 1879 
by Izmail Iv. Sreznevski. It wes only during the 
early years of the present century thet Alexander 
John Berendta (1863-1912), lete Profcesor of 
Theology in the University of Dorpat, noticed that 
the Russian text of the “* Jewish War,” by Jose phus, 
presented striking variations from the extent 
Greek text, from which practically all other current 
versions had been made. . He accordingly prepered 
a rman translation of all of the eight peeseges 
contained in the Slavonic recension of Josephus’ 
“Jewish War,” in which is reported much thet 
differs from whet is recorded in the (x spels about 
John the Baptist and about Jcsus of Nazareth. 
and which is not found in Josephus’ G:cek writingr. 
In 190}. Berendts published there persages, with 
a full discussion as to their cuthenticity. He 
maintained that the passages as they appear in the 
Slavonic text are to be accepted 2s the genuine 
wotk of Josephus, derived not from the extant 
Greek, bat, perhaps indirectly, from the Hebrew 
or Aramaic -original text of the “Jewish War.” 
which Josephus is supposed to heve written for 
the use of those people in the Parthian Empire 
who were expected by the Jews to tzke 
pirtin their insurrection (i, 6). 

Starting with Josephus’s own statement that he 
hed first written his account of the wer in his 
native tongue, and dedicated it to the “ upper 
barbarians "—i.¢., the Parthians, Babylonians, the 
remotest Arabians and the Jews beyond the 
Euphrates and the Adiabene (cf. *‘ Jewish War,” 
6}, Borendts contended that the Greck rendering 
which Josephus later made, and which h-s become 
the standard text, was really a revision of the earlier 
work. It is argued that the alleged first draft 
prepated for the “upper barbarians” hed also 
boen translated into Greek. and became the par - 
ticular source of the present Slavonic renck ring. 
In this Josephus is supposed to have spoken of 
Jesus several times, but in preparing a version for 
Roman readers he expunged these posscges. His 
Greek text was written in order to win the favour 
of the ruling Roman dynasty and of the whole 
Hellenistic world for those surviving Jews who 
had from the first, as he pretended, discouraged 
the Messianic hopes of their brethren. Ficler 
argucs that if the supposed Aramic work of Josephus 
was in possession of the Jews in Babylon, Persia, 
Exst Arabia and Adiabene, it could easily have 
come into the hands of Jews in Armenia and 
Southern Russia, as well in those of the Turkish 
Chazars settled there, some time between 8) c.p.. 
who had undergone wholesale conversions to 
Judaism. They carried an extensive trade between 
Persia and Russia, Bulgaria and the Byzantium.

969, and forcibly converted to Greek-Orthodox

Christianity, their manuscripts are supposed to 
have fallen into the hands of the and 
subsequently been translated inte Old Slavonic. 
The belief that the hesed 
upon the supposed original Aramcaic text of Josephus 
is assumed to be strengthened by the claim made 
for it, that it not only contains the new mete rial 
about Jesus end the early Christians, but diverges 
from the Greek text, so thet it cannot possibly be 
regerded entirely as a variant or on abbreviation 
of the letter. If this theory were eatcbliehed. 
Jovephus would be a very substantic! witness for 
the historicity of Jesus. In the Slavonic version 
the story of Jesus’ life is told in outline, his super- 
humen noture ts rly ecknow ledged., his mar el- 
lous deeds and wonderful teachings are mentioned, 
and such items es the betravel, the crucifixion, 
the watch at the tomb end the resurrection cre 
attested. One naturally e<k« whether this may not be 
the work of a Christian hand, and whether the data 
ete not derived from the Gospels. Berendts answers 
both questions negatively. He finds the Slavonic 
material to be entirely different from the Christian 
interpolation in the accepted text of ‘‘ Antiquities 
xviii, 3, 3. The former does not speak of the 
Messiahship of Jesus, nor refer to his fulfilment of 
prophecy. The arguments from interruption of 
the context, forcign stvle, and Orizen’s assertion thet 
Josephus did not ecknowledge Jesus’ Messiahship, 
urged against the peesege in the “* Antiquities,” are 
thought to have no force here. Furthermore, it 
is argued that Josephus did not belong to that 
{fection of Judaism which would be most hostile 
to Christiznity, so his appreciation of Jesus as a 
miracle worker cannot, on merely 4 priori grounds, 
be denied. It is supposed that in the hypothetical 
Aramaic text of the “ Jewish Wer,” by Josephus, 
there may heve been references to John the Beptist 
and to Jesus of Nazareth and the movement con- 
nected. with their activities. why shoull 
Josephus have eliminated them from the Greek when 
his “* Antiquities contain an indubitable passage 
concermming John the Be ptist, end even probe ble 
reference to Jesus of Nazareth To furnich a 
satisfactory answer to this dilemma is indeed rather 
di fic ult. Those who argue in favour of Jcsephus’ 
authorship of the Slavonic narratives maintain thet 
Josephus feared to write about Jesus in his Greek 
edition of the * Jewish War” lest the Romans sus- 
pect him of admiration for Jesus as the Messiah 
(Christ). On the other hand. in his supposed 
Aramaic edition of this work. intended for the 
Jews in Babylon, he freely expressed himself 
about Jesus and the miraculous works he wrought.

Berondts’ attempt to declare Josephus as their 
e-tual author was rejected in no unmistakable 
manner by so eminent an authority as Emi Schuerer, 
who meintained that i1 no circumstances could 
they be attributed to the Jewish historian of the 
first century.

Eisler who 
ropened the question claims that Berendts’ theory 
would have met with a better fate had he realised 
thet the text with which he was dealing “ is falsified 
by heavy Christian interpolations and retouches.”’ 
But all the clever, even ingenious, methods applied 
to the study of the text cannot lead directly to 
Josephus as author unless Eisler’s latest theory— 
the’ the passages are the remnants of a lost work 
of Josephus on the Capture of Jerusalem be sub- 
stantiated.

Now, the argument for the dependence of the 
Slavonic Josephus upon t hie (,oepels met by 
noting that its contents and point of view do not 
correspond closely with the Gospel narratives. 
They are at times so different that thew can harcdl, 
be accounted for on the basis of the Gospel aloo 
Nor do any Apocryphal writings seem to furnish 
all the data contained therein. Furthermore. it is 
contended that no Christian who possessed the 
Gospels would -be interested in inventing’ th 
accounts which are obtainable in the Shat 
version. They must come from a Jew, and « 
he could hardly have wiitten, as he dd. later 
than the first century. Consequently, Berend 
and Eisler concluded that the author was no om 
else than Josephus. But the arguments are 
hardly forceful enough to justify the conclusion 
The language of the Slavonic Josephus “is too 
appreciative of Jesus’ Ung Uucness and superhuman 
character to have come from anyone who was not 
a Christian. While Jesus suid to have been 
human in nature and form, his appearing Was mor 
than human, and his works were divine, so that he 
could neither be called a man nor an anvel. He is 
the unique wonder-worker sent forth from (rod, 
This surely is Christian language, and not alto 
gether unlike some ideas in the Fourth Goe«pel 
Failure to call Jesus the Messiah seems to be dw 
merely to the feeling that he is too uniqwe even 
among Messiahs to be measured adequatély by the 
ordinary messianic concept. Again, wire varia 
tions from the Gospel narrative, even contradic. 
tions of these narratives, cannot establish priority 
for the variant version. The Apocryphal Gospels 
show clearly that Christian writers familiar with 
Gospel tradifions could depart from them rather 
widely. In the light of this how can it still be 
claimed that no Christian could have written the 
Slavonic narrative, and that “ it would be a greater 
impossibility for this to have been written by a 
Christian hand after the first two centuries.” If 
the Slavonic passages cannot have been written 
by a Christian, but can have been the work of a 
Jew, they can obviously have come from. the hands 
of a Jewish forger, and a Jewish forgery might con- 
ceivably find its way even into a Christian docu- 
ment. 

It did not take very long for Berendts t» realise 
that all available ev.dence was against the assump- 
tion that Josephus was the author of the Slavonie 
fragments, the German translation of which he had 
published in 1906. Accepting the verdict of his 
crities he promptly abandoned this theory, but 
still maintained that the author of the Savome 
narratives must haye been a Jew “ Der Urheber 
dieses Textes lAsst sich nur als Jude denken.” If 
a Jew, and at that, one of an early date must be 
credi‘ed with their authorship, why shouli he be 
identified with Josephus ? Behind such an effort 
there evidently lies the desire to establish the 
authenticity of the much disputed passage im

For the benefit of those who would Judaixe the 
Slavonic fragments the present writer ventares to 
seugwes® the name of another Jewish histor an: 
Justas of Tiberias, the political and literary oppo- 
nent of Joeephus, who was the leader of one of the 
factions of Tiberias during the troublows t mes 
before the outbreak of the war, while Josephus was 
governor of Galilee. Why cannot he be chimed to 
have teen the author of the Slavonic fragments ? 
Like Josephus, bis contemporary, Justus, too, is 
known to have written a hustory o the Jewish War, 
in which he attacked Josephus very severely. 
Justus’ work which is no longer extant, was stil 
read by Photius in the ninth centery, and is

Undoubtedly the Slavonic text of Jovwphus’ 
* Jewish War” possesses me its entirely its own. 
But a proper appreciation of the fragments cannot 
be andertaken at the presen’ time, due to the fact 
that they still await pubication. Professor 
Viadimir Istrin, who for some vears has been en- 
gaged in the preparation o° a scho'arly edition of 
the whole Slavonic Joeaphu’, has given assurance 
that the text differs throughout from the gener: Dy 
known Greek text of th: works of Josephus. 
The Slavonic “Jewish War” is an altogether 
different work on a subject so familiar through the 
writings of Josephus. Pending the publication of 
an edition of the text critically edited, it is obviously 
premature to eonjecture as to ite historical or 
literary value. 

As the matter now stands the Slavonic passages 
attributed to Josephus present an extremely odd 
and certainly very complicated problem, the solution 
of which is beset with consderable difficultica. 
Whatever be the orgin of those passages, their 
percentage is obscure and doubtful. No traces 
of thes: passages are to be found in Greek, Latin, 
Svriac. ht is only a Slavonic version that contains 
them. How could this be, if the passages were 
really ancient and authentic ? If it were not for 
the fact that they possess the characteristic clements 
which tend to present them as witnesses to certain 
events connected with the rise of Christianity littl 
attention would have been pail to them. They 


_ would have been considered as undeserving of 


any serious discussion. Only as striking curicsit ‘es 
can they be regarded, perhaps a: the greatest 
example of what are generally knows as ** Christisa 
Forgeries.”” 


Such are the documents concerning which so 
much has been said in the last quarter of a century, 


and which in recent years have been spoken of aa . 


representing a remarkable “ discovery.’ The fact 
is that there was no discovery in the ordinary 
seme of the word. No new source, not even a new 
text of a source already known, had come to light. 
All recent talk of “ discovery ” in connection with 
the Slavonic Josephus amounts simply to thas: 
it has occurred to some scholars that the Slavonic 
text of the “ Jewish War” by Josephus may repre- 
sent a translation, net of the known Creek text, 
but of a supposed Aramaic original, with regard 
to the contents of which nothing whatever 5 
known. As to the question of Josephus’ testimony 
to Christianity practically nothing has been brought 
to light which was not known before. However, 
before any final conclusion can be arrived at, it 
necessary that the whole of the Slavenic text of 
the “Jewish War” be published and carefully 
compared with the Greek. Unte then all talk of 
a “great discovery’ is premature, and it is not 
too extreme to describe it as ridiculous,

That this was not always so I propoge te show 
in this article, which describes a practical attempt 
on the part of Medisval Jewry to organise them- 
selves into a representative body for their self- 
protection, a movement which was, unfortunately, 
destined to fail, but which is none the less interest- 
ing on eccount of the evidence it gives of the 
attempt of the Jews of that time to defend them- 
selves by modern methods. 

As in the case of the Alliance Universelle lsraclite

and kindred bedies, which were formed as an 
outeome of the injustice done to the Jews in the 
notorious Mortara Case (1858), when a Jewish 
child was kidnapped without the Jews bemg able 
to raise an effective protest, the impulse towards 
the formation of this body was the result of the 
most terrible persecution that has ever overtaken 
the Jews in Europe, the massacres following on 
the Black Death (1348). 

This terrible scourge, which swept over the whole 
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world, carrying away a quarter of mankind in its 
course, affected the Jews to a much smaller extent 
than it did their Christian neighbours, probably 
owing to their more hygienic modes of living and 
their greater revistance to disease. This fact, 
fortunate in iteelf, was calamitous in the extreme 
in ite consequences, for, as usual, “ Der Jud wird 
verbranat.” The astounding, but by no means 
unique, charge was levelled against the Jews that 
they had poisoned the weils of the Christians, and, 
a0t content with making vague references, ail the 
details of the vast conspiracy were supplied. 

The arch-schemer was a member of the intel- 
lectual centre of Jewry, Jacob, a Pascate of Toledo, 
who, together with a Rabbi of Chambery and a 
tich Jew Abocet of Savoy, had compounded a 
poison, the ingredients of which were the hearts ag 
Christians, frogs, lizards, etc., and, of course, the 
pounded Host. This compound was suppi.ed to 
the Jew: of Europe im a black box, of in small 
leather bags, with instructions te poisen the 
welle whence the Christians drew water. 

The story spread with lightning rapit iv, and 
gained credence everywhere. In every counuy 
and among ¢very section of the people *% was 


- pewarded as true. Nobles and gentry, burghers 


ami peasants, all combined to wreak von-ceance 
on the Jews. The more noble-minded of the 
clergy protested against the accusation. and the 
Pope Clement Vil. ‘sued a Bull deciating ibe 
innocence of the Jews, but to no effect. In every 
part of Europe massacres were instituted against 
the Jews. From the South of France it spread 
to the North of Spain. to Switzerland, to Lermany, 
t Moravia and Bohemia; in fact, wherever Jews 
were to be found. No less than 3%) Communities 
#ere wiped out. The number of dead it is impossible 
to estimate. Certain it is, however, that in the 
extent of the massacre, in the wide area it covered, 
in the relentless fury of the people, and in the 
nomber of dead, the horrors of the Crusades were 
eclipsed. 

These were the conditions prevalent over the 
whole of Europe, but in Spain, until now the pride 
of Jewry and their haven from persecution, matters 
had taken a torn very much for the worse. The 
Civil Wars of Dom Pedro the Cruel against his 
iilevitimate half-brother, Henry de Trastamara 
(1350-1309), were disastrous for the Jews, and-were 
the starting-point of the enmity towards them 
“which culminated im the Inquisition and their 
expulsion a century and a half later. 

Den Pedro succeeded Alfonso, XL as King of 
Castile when only fifteen years of ave (1350). He 
was naturally influenced by advisers, many of 
whem were Jews. So omch was this the case that 
the story was circulated that he was actually a 
Jew * the lecend being that his mother. the Queen 
Maria da Molina, had berne only uirls to her Royal 
spouse, and that he, incensed at the lack of a 
legitimate heir. threatened her that unless the next 
child was a male he would divorce her. A girl 
was born, and fearful for ber future, she had a 
Jewish male child smuggled into the Palace and 
exchanged for her daughter. Malicious and untrue 
as the tale undoubtedly was, it was readily accepted 
as the only reasonable explanation of Pedro's 
pro-Jewish bias. Among his Jewish advisers were 
Santob (Shem-Tob) de Carrion, a Spanish poet, 
Semuel b. Meir Abulafia, Chancellor (Tresorio 
Mayor’, and Abraham Ibn Zarza, astrolover and 
physician. 

lburing his reign the Jews attained the createst 
power of any period of Spanish history, but it was 
for the last time. Pedro had many illevitimate 
half. brothers, the sons of Alfonso and Leonora da 


Guzman, and it was against them that the civil 
wars were waged. The Jews were aceused of 
instigating him to commit the murders which are 
the blot on his reign. The Jews remained faithful 
to him, enrolled in his army, fought for him, and 
failed with him. His defeat marked the decline 
of Castilian Jewry and the institution of murder 
and pillage of the Jews. 

It was under the terrible overhanging clouds of 
these eventa that the Jews of Catalonia and Valencia 
in Spain, who had suffered more than any other 
Jews in Spain in the Black Death, and who viewed 
with apprehension, as we shal] see, the recent events 
in Castile, resolved to take steps to organise them- 
selves against the prevalent anti-Semitiem. Three 
prominent Jews, En Crescas Solomon, a certain 
Moses of Catalonia and Don Judah Elcazar of 
Valencia, had themselves appointed as the lezal 
representatives of their respective communities. 
The document ends as follows :-—“ We have written 
and signed this document, we Mosés and Crescas 
in accordance with the powers vested im. us in 4 
document made through the notary En Marco 
Castaneiro, on Sept. 24th, 1554, and | Judah 
in accordance with the powers vested in me in a 
document signed before the notary, Guillen Berndt 
de Ximo, on, Sept. Ist, 1354 "—and invited repre- 
sentatives from Arragon and Majorca. The latter 
answered very sympathetically, finding themselves 
in full agreement with the movement, but sent 
neither contributions nor. representatives. Nothing 
deterred, the three delegates met and considered 


. the situation and the best remedies. The document 


which they prepared—they cal] it a Memoranda 
— is an_ intensely interest- 
ing one, and is an eloquent testimony to the 
far-seeing, practical and statesmanlike qualities 
which seem to be inherent in all leaders of Spanish 
Jewry. They made a brave attempt to grapple 
with the difficulties of the time, an attempt which, 
however, was doomed to failure. 

The. document begins with an introduction, 
which, after the style of the period, isn rhymed 
“A seattered flock is Israel, the lions have 
pressed her’; and then it goes on to recount 
the calamitous situation in which Judaism found 
itself owing to its disorganised state, “ but if the 
congregations were to form one body with one 
common purse, then could we defend ourselves.” 
It was with this purpose in mind that they have 
assembled, and have ‘arrived at the following 
resolutions. 

The following are among the most imyortant 
and interesting of the decrees suggested :— © 

(1) To petition the king (Alfonso IV. of Arragon) 
to request the Pope either through his “ pleasant 
letters (Papal Bulls) or through his messengers 
(Papal Nuncios) to issue a denia! of the libels against 
Judaism. 

(2) That the King shoukd issue a decree that if 
a Jew commit a crime, he alore should be punished, 
but his crime should not be visited on all Jewry, 
“as was done to our brethren of Seville” (in 
Castile). 

(3) That Jews should not be liable to be proceeded 
against on the charge of heresy, except in those 
degmas of Judaism which are common to al!! 
faiths, ¢.¢., if he denies the existence of Cod or the 
Divine origin of the Torah, for since the Jews never 
were Christians and, on the contrary, regard 
Christianity as a Jewish heresy, they cannot be 
regarded as Christian heretics. 

(4) The elected Deputies are to be given full 
powers by their congregations to attempt to bring 


these plans to fruition, and to appoint assistants 
in every part. 

(5) That when Parliament (Cortes) 
it should be approached to pass a law, tha: "? 
man kill a Jew, he should not be given refuoo | 
the nobles, but should be handed over to justice. 

(6) That the king should issue a decree Jim +., 
the amount of taxation placed upon the Jer 4 
the amounts specified by him. 

(7) That-a decree be passed that no tax-co!!..; - 
be permitted to take a salary from the Jews . 
his salary is paid by the Crown. 

(8) Should an inquiry be instituted acain«:

Among the other decrees and decisions arrived 
at, are that the expenses of the Deputies were to 
he paid from the common funds, that any deputy 
had the power to appoint substitutes with p!en- 
petentiary powers to carry into effect any of the 
decisions, and the last, which is in very strong 
language, and reflects the keen indignity whi h 
these prond Jews felt at the limitation of their 
freedom of domicile, “that the Deputies try with 
all their power to get his Majesty to agree that 
the Jews may dwell wherever they desire and to 
annul all contrary decrees.” 

The unfortunate fact remains that the am!ntious 
scheme did not.succeed. We can only surmise 
at the cause, either becanse the Jews of Arragon, 
the most important part of Jewry, would not 
take part, or, what is more likely, that they starte/ 
out with too ambitious plans. Nothing more 
heard of any petition to the King or of any assem!) 
held to bring these resolutions to practical ache s«- 
ment. 

But its interest remains; it shows clearly tho 
trend of politics of the Jews and their fear that 
their liberties were being interfered with, and the 
courageous attempt made to put themselves on 
safe footing. 


THE CONSPIRACY OF LOPEZ THE JEW. 


In Halliwell’s “ Beok of Characters” (1857) 
there is to be found the reprint of a tract, originally 
published in 1625, and entitled, “The Wandering 
Jew Telling Fortunes to Englishmen,” which 
contains the following observation: “A store of 
Jews we have in England, a few in Court: many 
in the Citty, more in the Countrey.” The remark 
is interesting, especially when we remember what 
the history books were wont to say on this subject. 
Green's “ History of England,” for example— 


even the revised edition of 18838—states that.

“from the time of Edward I to that of Cromwell. 
no Jew touched English ground.” Close research 
into the history of the Jews in England has led 
many to believe that this statement is wrong, and 
a number of historians now state quite definitely 
that, apart from those converts who were to be 
found in the “Domus Conversorum,” or Jew’s 
House, there were many Jews to be found seattered 
im various parts of the country, some professing 
Christianity in order to further their commercial 
prospects, but many remaining openly loyal to their 


faith. This was particularly the case in the reicu 
of Elizabeth, when religious persecution abroad 
sent a horde of foreigners—among them be" 
Jews—into England ; and it is with one of these 
fugitives that this essay will now deal. 
Rodrigo Lopez is of particular interest for '™ 
reasons: Firstly, because he is the only Jew of 
Elizabethan England about whom we can write 
a biography and who played an important por 
in the affairs of the day; and, secondly, becaus 
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many critics think that it ‘was from him that 
ghakespeare drew the inspiration for his Shylock. 

We know nothing of Lopez before the year 1559, 
qhen he settled in England, having left his home in 
Portugal most likely so as to escape the terrors of 
the Inquisition. His name appears in the census of 
foreigners living in England in 1571, where he is 
referred to.as “* Dr. Lopus, a portingale, householder, 
denizen,” who lived in the parish of St. Peter le 
Poer, and who ~ came into this realm about twelve 
years past to got his living by physike.” The 
name of his wife, Sarah, is also mentioned, as well 
as that of @ brother, Lewis, who lived with him. 
He adopted Christianity, although we do not know 
the date of his conversion. 

it did not take long for Lopez to make his mark 
as a doctor, He was appointed house ‘physician at 
St Rartholomew's Hospital—the first man to hold 
thie ofice—and was elected a member of the College 
of Physicians. A colleague of his, one William 
Clowes, speaks highly of his skill, declaring that he 
“showed himself to be both careful and very 
skilful, not only in his counsel in dieting, purging 
and bleeding, but also for his direction of Arceus’ 
apozema remedy which he caused his asstst- 
ants at the Hospital to adopt. In 1569 he was 
invited to read the anatomy lecture at the College 
of Physicians, but he declined the honour. His 
practice gtew rapidly, and very soon many of the 
most distinguished people in the country were 
included among his patients. In 1571 we find 
Lopez attending on Sir Francis Walsingham, the 
Queen's Secretary ; in 1575 his name appears very 
near the head of the list of the chief London doctors, 
published by Stowe. By 1584 he was physician 
to the Earl of Leicester, as we may gather from 
“ Leicester's Commonwealth,” a scurrilous libel on 
the Earl, which was published that year, and in 
which “Lopus the Jew” is mentioned—not, 
however, in.any flattering terms. It will, perhaps, 


be remembered that Leicester gained quite a | 


reputation as @ poisoner (see, for example, ** Kenil- 
worth’), and it was hinted very broadly that 
Lopez distilled the poisons which rid Leicester of 
his rivals. 

it was but to be expected that the success of 
“Lopus the Jew”’’— a name which persisted in 
spite of his conversion—would cause great jealousy. 
Rumour said that he had amassed a creat fortune, 
and this in a most unprofessional manner, by self- 
aivertisement and boasting rather than by the 
display of any great medical skill. Thus Gabriel 
Harvey wrote, in 1570, ** He is none of the learnedest 
or expertest physitians in the court, but one that 
maketh a great account of himself as the best, 
and by a kind of Jewish practis hath growen to 
much wealth and sum reputation as well with ye 
queen herself as with sum of ye greatest Lordes 
and Ladyes.” 


In spite of such disparaging remarks, Lopez 


con'inued to prosper. He became attached to the 
houschold of Essex at a time when that young 
nobieman was rapidly becoming the favourite at 
court ; and, finally, in 1586, he reached the highest 
point in his career, when he was made physician 
to the Queen. His success is not so surprising if 
we recall the teputation which Jewish doctors had 
in medizeval days, when it was quite a common belief 
that the knowledge of medicine was a gift specially 
vouchsafed by Heaven to the Jews—so much so, 
that although Popes decreed time and again that 
Christians were not to employ Jewish doctors, they 
hai no power to enforce their commands. 

‘Ye find Lopez, in 1593, living in, Holborn, in a 
house built and given to him by a grateful patient. 
He had two daughters at home and a son at 
nchester, and altogether his affairs were flourish- 
nz. His medical fame was assured, and he enjoyed 
the favour of the Queen, who had, in 1589, granted 
him the valuable monopoly of importing aniseed 
anc sumach into England, 

Somewhere about this time Lopez began to 
4ppear in a@ new role. As we have seen, he had 
Many connections with the court, and very few 


Who in those days had any dealings at all with the 


court could avoid being drawn into one or other 
cf the intrigues which kept Elizabeth’s ministers 
so busy. Lopez was no exception. He was a 
coo" linguist, and, naturally, was thoroughly con- 
‘ersant with the Spanish and Portuguese tongues, 
this fack was very useful to the doctor's patrons 
& court, who were obliged to have dealings with 
both Spain and Portugal. 

for the connection: with the Jatter country we 
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must go back a few years, to ¢. 1588. when Don 
Antonio landed in England. Don Antonio was 
the pretender to the crown of Portuval. and had 
suffered very cruelly at the hands of Philip IT, 
King of Spain. He had contrived with creat 
difficulty to escape to England, where he was 
warmly received. His stories of Phi ips wrong- 
doings came at a most opportune moment. and 
were actively utilised by those of Elizabeth's 
Ministers who were bent on ke ping alive a strong 
anti-Spanish feeling. Essex, who was one of these 
very quickly became Antonio's staunchest 
but, unfortunately, the Pretend 
English, and Essex needed an interpreter. In 
this way Lopez became connected with th: 
cause, and it was he who joined with Feser in

which had at first surrounded Antonio's cause. 
and opened men’s eyes to the fact that the exile 
was by no means the wonderful hero they had 
once imagined him to be. Many’ who had at first 
been his. strong. supporters now took no more 
notice of him, and he gradually sank into disrepute 
and poverty. ‘The relations between Lopez ‘and 
Don Antonio also hex ame strained. and the breach 
widened when the doctor quarrelled with Essex, 


who still remained true to the Pretender. In 


a 
fit of drunkenness. lopez had betrayed to some 
roysterers who supped with him (and who, incident- 
ally, joyfully carried the news to Essex as soon 


as they were sober enough to do so) certain ailme nts 
of Essex “which did disparage to the Earl's 
honour.” This, of course. entirely alienated Essex, 
who henceforth eagerly desired the Jew's downfall. 

Lopez was now quite definitely against Don 
Antonio and allowed himself to be drawn into the 
hands of Philip's agents, who were intriguing 
do away with the Portuguese rival. At the same 
time he offered his services to Walsingham, who 
saw through Lopez a convenient way of spying on 
the Spanish court. Thus, when about 1500 Lopez 
sent his agent, Manuel de Andrada, to Spain, on 
business connected with the Don Antonio affair, 
Walsingham knew of the project and intended to 
make use of any information that the agent might 
supply on his return. Andrada brought hack a 
ring, worth £100, which Philip had sent for Lopez 
as an earnest of the reward he might expect if he 
would make a speedy despatch of his enemy; this 
ring Lopez offered to Queen Elizabeth, but she re- 
fused it, and it was destined later to prove the most 
damaging piece of evidence in the accusations 
which were brought against him. 

Meanwhile, the plots against Antonio's life 
increased in number. Many of his servants, who 
had been angered by his harsh treatment, and his 
friends, whose fortunes had been ruined by adher- 
ence to his cause, now joined in the intrigues 
directed against him. One such man, Esteban 
Ferreira, who liyed with Lopez at Holborn, was 
suspected of being concerned in one of these plots 
and Essex persuaded Elizabeth to order his arrest. 
Although there were no definite charges against 
him, Ferreira was arrested in October, 1593, and 
placed under the charge of Antonio, who then lived 
at Eton. At the same time, a strict watch was 
kept at the ports of Rye, Sandwich and Dover, and 
all Portuguese correspondence that arrived was 
carefully examined. These precautions were kept 
quite secret, and Lopez, who knew nothing about 
them, begged the Queen to release Ferreira. He 
urged that it was Antonio's own fault if his servants 
turned against him, and suggested that the prisoner 
could be used to serve the Queen’s own ends. He 
might, for example, be sent to Spain to make peace 
between the two countries—for at that time 
Burleigh thought such a peace most desirable. As 
this proposal did not meet with approval, Lopez 
suggested a more cunning alternative. “ Might 
not a deceiver be deceived 7” he hinted; Ferreira 
could pretend that peace was his mission, and so 
“‘ gull” the King of Spain while seeking for infor- 
mation which would be useful at home. This 
proposal was also coldly received, and Lopez left 
the Queen's presence somewhat discomfited. His 
anxiety for Ferreira’s release strengthened the 
suspicions which Essex already possessed that 
Lopez was in some way connected with the Spanish 
plots against Antonio; at the same time, the second 
suggestion which Lopez offered to the Queen is 
important, because it contains the secret of the 


doctor's dealings with Spain, though, when he 
confessed later that such were his plans, there was 
no one to believe him. 

Events now began to move more rapidly. Two 
weeks after the arrest of Ferreira, Gomez d' Avila, 
a Portuguese of low birth who lived near Lopez at 
Holborn, arrived at Sandwich from Flanders and 
was found to possess some letters, the contents of 
which were extremely ambiguous. One of theses 
letters, referring to certain mysterious transactions, 
ran as follows :-— 

“ The bearer will tell your W. the price in which 
vour Pearles are held. I will advise your W. 
presently of the uttermost pennie that will be given 
for them, and crave what order you will have set 
down for the convenience of the monie, and wherein 
you would have it employed. Also the bearer 
shall tell you in what resolution we rested about 
a little Muske and Amber, the which I am deter- 
mined to buy. But before I resolve myself, I will 
be advised of the price thereof: And it shall please 
vour W. to be my partner, I am perswaded we shall 
make good profit.” 

The writer of the letters and the person to whom 
they were addressed could not be discovered, and 
as d’Avila refused to give any information what- 
soever he was arrested and taken to London. He 
managed, however, to find someone to convey the 
news of his arrest to Lopez. 

Before this messenger arrived, Lopez received 
note from Ferreira urging him to prevent d'Avila’s 
landing, “‘for af he should be taken, the Doctor 
would be undone without remedy.” Lopez replied 
in a note carefully concealed in a handkerchief that 
“he had already sent twice or thrice to Flanders 
to prevent the arrival of Gomez, and would spare 
no expense, if it cost him £300." Both these letters 
were intercepted, read and copied before being 
passed on. ‘Ferreira was then sent for; on being 
told the contents of his letter he immediately 
assumed that Lopez had betrayed him and sought 
to win favour for himself by offering to reveal all 
the dealings the doctor had had with Spain. His 
evidence was confused and often contradictory, 
but it all tended to emphasise one point —that 
Lopez was intimately concerned with many of the 
plots that had lately been conceived. 

(jomez also received attention; he was shown 
the rack in the Tower and told what Ferreira had 
already disclosed, and like the latter he decided to 
save himself, if possible, at the expense of the Jew. 
He was employed as agent, he said, to carry letters 
between Ferreira in England and another Porta- 
guese, Tinoco, in Brussels. The letter quoted above 
was from Tinoco to Ferreira, and the transaction 
mentioned referred to the paying of 50,000 crowns 
to Don Antonio's son, who was thus to be bought 
over by the King of Spain. Ferreira, on being 
confronted with the information thus obtained, 
confessed that it was true. 

Unfortunately for the conspirators, two months 
later Tinoco himself begged permission to come to 
England on the pretext that he had some very 
important secrets to reveal to the Queen. Burleigh 
granted him a safe-conduct into the country, but 
made no mention of permission to leave, so that 
when Tinoco arrived at Dover he was immediately 
arrested and searched. Letters from the Spenish 
governor of Flanders to Ferreira were found on 
him, and bills of exchange for large sums of money. 
Suspicion was now thoroughly aroused, and 

‘ssex decided to question the man himself. Armed 
with the knowledge already obtained from the 
other two conspirators, Essex pressed question 
after question on Tinoco, who could not speak 
English well and was unprepared for such an 
attack, until the latter was forced to confess that 
he had been sent to help Ferreira to win over 
Dr. Lopez to the services of the King of Spain. 

Essex now informed the Queen that he had 
sufficient incriminating evidence against the doctor 
to warrant his arrest, and although Elizabeth and 
the Cecils believed him to be innocent he was 
arrested on January 1, 1594. His house was 
searched and nothing damaging was found; he 
was closely examined by Essex and Sir Mobert 
Cecil, but his answers were satisfactory and his 
defences perfect, Pleased to have scored a victory 
over his rival, Cecil ‘ posted to London before the 
earl, and related to the Queen, that there was no 
matter of malice, for in the poor man’s house 
were found no kind of writs of imtelligences of 
which he was accused, or otherwise, that hold might 
be taken of him,” And so it happened that 
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of Welsinch=m. Bat Walsingham was dead 
and thers was no one else to support the doctor. 
Andrade could give no ss‘isfactory eccount of 
himself bec-ure, as & matter of fect, he hed pleyed 
s, double pert end acted es spy for both his Spenish 
end English employers. He, therefore, could sey 
nothing to defend Lopez. King Philip, too, wes 
strangely silent, not bothering even to deny thet 
he had paid Lopez to murder the Queen. 

Although it wes now definitely proved that 
Lopez wes « central figure in the intrigues ageinst 
Antonio, there wes still no ectucl proof to show 
that he wes « traitor to Elizabeth. It seemed that 
only his own confession could do this, end so Essex 
was determined to make him confess. He dealt 
with him as he had done with the other men, 
plying him with leading questions which might 
easily result in incrimineting enswers and hinting 
frequently of the rack, which could drag out 
information that would not come otherwise. 
Essex, indeed, worked so zealously in unravelling 
a plot which he felt sure existed that on one 
occasion he had to write “I have kept these two 
days to my room, having been so tired with 
examining, as I had scarce leisure to eat.” Lopez 
maintained his innocence until his strength was 
spent. Then, overcome with terror at the thought 
of the rack and utterly worn out by the ceaseless 
torment to which he hed been subjected, he at last 
gave the desired confession. 

On February 28, 1594, Lopez, Tinoco, and d Avila 
were taken to the Guildhall and tried. Essex 
presided, and there were also present Anthony 
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when Kesex reached the Queen, eager to prove 
thet although treason hed not yet been discovered 
+ did ectustly exist, he found thet “his friends 
had prepossessed her Majesty, who took him wp,

Essex departed in a furious rage, end for two 
whole devs sulked im his room, refusing to sce oF 
communicate with anyone: then, burning for 
revenge. he swore to vindicate his honour by 
proving the doctor guilty of treason. 

Lopez, curiously enough, although pronounced 
innocent. wes still confined to Essex House, and, 
under the leadership of Essex, he and the other 
omepirstors were subjected to ceaseless question- 
nee. Keech was led to believe the otber had 
betrayed him, end in this way the secret of their 
plotting dragued out. But while Lopez 
stood firm in his declaration of innocence, the ot hers 
exercised their wits to throw the bulk of the bleme 
upon hum. 

The work of Easex and his friends wes now in 
rewarded, for they had discovered certain 
people in the pay of Spein who were plotting 
ezoinet the life of Don Antonio of Portugal.

Honours end distinctions, hereditary ard other- 
wise, have been conferred upon Jews by the Govern- 
ment or ruler of their country in recognition of their 
services to the State or of their achievements in 
public life or in their various professions. The 
Rothschild family wes the first to be ennobled in 
modern Europe, by the Crown of Austria (1822), 
and meny ere the Jewish barons creeted in various 
countries during the lest forty veers. In Englend 
there are now seven Jewish peers (including a 
Marquis), besides 2 long array of baronets, kmghts, 
companions of various orders, end Privy Councillors, 
The heraldic arms of these Jewish lords and barons, 
with their quaint fusion of Hebrew mottoes with 
British designs, are a significant phenomenon in 
the latter-day evolution of Jewry. 


The supreme test of petriotism—the defence 
of the fatherland—has been discharged in ebundant 
measure by the Jews in all the lands in which they 
have been allowed to bear arms. During the 
last hundred years they have fought on ell the 
laiticfields not merely of Europe, but of the 
world; they have shed their blood in wars of 
liberation es in wars of conquest; end their 
heroism has received repeated recognition in the 
bestowel of medals and other decorations. In the 
Amerwen Civil War there were over 7,000 Jews, 
meluding nine generals, in both armies; in the 
Frenco-Germen .War there were 4,700 on the 
Germen and a few hundred on the French side ; 
in the Spanish-American War (1898) there were over 
2,5) in the American forces ; in the South Africaa 
War (1900) there were 1,000 in the British Army ; 
end in the Russo-Japanese War (1903.5) there 
were 40,000 in the Russian Army. But all these 
records are completely eclipsed by the enormous 
periicipation of the Jews in the fighting forces in 
the Great War. The total number of Jews in ell 
countries who bore arms was close upon 1,500,000, 
rover Il per cent. of ell the Jews in the world 
at the time, a proportion that is all the more 
remarkable when it is borne in mind that there are 
communities in the lands that remained neutral. 

The Jews on every front acquitted themselves 
with romarkable bravery, and won more than their 
fair shore of distinctions. Of those in the British

In most countries Socialism has attracted only 
individual Jews, but in Eastern Europe, especi ly 
Russia and Poland, it has won the a hesion of the 
masses, thanks to the pressure of economic misery 
and legal persecution.(1) In 1897, at a conference 
in Vilna, was founded the Bund, the popular 
designation of the Allgemeiner Juediacher A rheiter- 
Bund in Russland, Polen, which 
feverishly propagated Socialistic ideas by a ceaseless 
output of Yiddish literature among the working 
classes of the former Pale of Settlement and 
succeeded in enrolling 30,000 organised members 
by 1905. At first the Bund aimed solely at the 
economic betterment of the Jewish artisan popula- 
tion, whose very existence had hitherto been denied 
by the enemies of Jewry; but upon the outbreak 
of the Russian Revolution of 1905, the Bund 
expanded its programme by demanding national 
cultural autonomy for the Jews. The period of 
terror ushered in by that Revolution gave birth 
to various new Socialist parties among the pro- 
letariat of the Pale, which were animated by a 
keener sense of the national! needs of Jewry than 
the Bund : they all agreed that the Jewish question 
could be solved only in a Jewish territory, yet 
radically and bitterly differed as to the method 
of so'ution(2) The Zionist Socialist Labour 
Party, desgnated, for the sake of alliteration, 
“S.S.” inst ad of “ZS.” (though they should 
have been termed more correctly Socialist Terri- 
torialists), advocated national autonomy om any 
territory, and the Jewish Socialist Labour Party, 
styled “Sarp” (Sozialistische Arbei'er Partei) or 
“ Seimisten” (Russ., Seim== Diet), demanded

In the foregoing survey of political activity no 
account has been taken of the conditions in Soviet 
Russia, owing to the fact that these belong to a 
distinct eategory of their own, which precludes 
comparison or grouping with.«ther countries. Jews 
prominently identified with Soviet 
tuasia, not sO much because of the number parti- 
jipating in its administration, which has been 
greatly exagyerated, as tecause of the positions of 
authority which some of them have held. The 
part which they have played in the Bolshetix 
tevolution is the natural outcome of the revolu- 
tionary ideas engendered in them by the many 
decades of oppression which they. had endured under 
the Tsers, and the wonder is not that many of them 
flocked to the banner of Lenin as their saviour, 
the Germans facilitated his return from 
Switzerland to Russia, as that the number was not 
far greater. The extent of their participation in 
local government is due to the fact that during the 
War vast numbers of Jews were driven from the 
then Western provinces of Russia into the interior, 
which had been abandoned by the 
Russians, and hence, when the revolution broke 
out, they were the only people qualified to occupy 
official . positions. The most prominent of the 
Jewish leaders among the Bolsheviks, most of whom 
adopted Slavonic namés, are Trotsky (formerly 
tronstein), who at one time was almost the equal 
of Lenin in fame and power, organised the “ Red 
Army,” and was for several years Commissar for 
War and the Marine; Zinovieff 
formerly Chairman of the Third International ; 
Kameneff (Rosenfeld), and Radek (Sobeleohn). 
The foreign policy of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics has been largely directed for some years 
by Litvineff, who was at one time the Soviet 
representative in London, whilst other Jews h ve 
held ambassadorial positions. By far the ablest 
of these was Adolf Yoffe, the first President of the 
Soviet Peace Delegation to the German-Soviet 
Peace Conference at Brest-Litovsk in 1918 and the 
first Soviet Ambassador to Germany, who presided 
over the negotiations with Latvia, Lithuania, 
Estonia, and Poland, served as Minister to China 
and Japan, aid was later appointed Ambaassa lor 
in Vienna, but was unable to assume that off-ce 
owing to a break-down in health, which subsequently 
led to his suicide (1927). Other Soviet diplomatists 
have been Rosengolz, who had to leave Londo in 
1927, upon the rupture of relations between England 
and Russia, and Theodore Rothstein, who is still 
in Teheran. 

It cannot be emphasised too strongly that the 
prominence of these Jewish Bolsheviks in the and 
of “ proletarian dictatorship” has been of no 
advantage to Russian Jew ry. Enemies of Judaism 
as of all religions, and bitter persecutors of Zionism 
and the Hebrew langua e, they are Jews mere!v 
by birth, who are utterly bereft of all sympathy 
with the activities and aspirations of the Jewish 
people. They have wrought havoc in the intelie2- 
tual and spiritual life of Russian Jewry by their 
systematic crusade against Jewish relicious observ- 
ance and the study of sacred Hebrew writ, whilst 
the economic life of the Jews, who are predomin- 
antly a townsfolk engaged in commercial pursuits,

It is an interesting quest to try to trace thosd 
ustorences made by Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai 
before the destruction of the Tomple and those 
made by him after that event. When he was in 
Jorusalom a Roman commander asked him in 
controversy for an interpretation of the purifying 
effect of the ashes of the Red Heifer (Numbers XiX). 
In roply Rebben Jochanan ben Zakkai retorted 
with a Gentile analogy: Just es the evil spirit 
is driven out of a person possessed, by burning 
cortsin ruvés and by other moans, so the process 
of purification drives out the “unclean spirit 
(Zovhariah xiii, 2). His disciples, however, wore 
not sacisfied with this evasive answer, and pressed 
him for the trae explanation. He then said unto 
them, “ By your lives! the human corpse doo; 
not defile, nor does tho water mixed with the eshes 
purify, but it is the docree of the King of kings 
of kings. The Holy One, blessed be Ho, said: 
I have ordained an ordinance and decreed a decroo,

In 
an original exposition of the unfamiliar use of tho 
relative pronoun which opens the subordinate 
conditional clause in Loviticus iv, 22, Rabban 
Jochanan ben Zakkai said, “ Happy is the gencra- 
tion whose prince brings a sacrifice in atonement 
for a sin commitiod by him in crror. From this 
thou canst infer how much the more will he bring 
a sacrifice in atonement for a sin committed by 
him with deliberate intent’’ (Horayot 10 b). 
* Just as the sin-offcring atones for [sracl, so also 
almegiving atones for the Gentiles’ (Baba Bathra 
1) b). “ Of unhewn stones shalt thou build the 
altar of the Lord thy God " (Deutcronomy- xxvii, 6). 
Rabban Jochanan ben Zekkai used to say, The 
sword is a symbol of punishment. while the altar 
is the symbol of atoncment. The stones of the 
altar promote atonement between Israel and their 
Father in heaven. If God says of more altar stones, 
Thou shalt not wicld iron upon them, how safe 
from punishment is he who promotes peace between 
man and man, between man and wife, between 
city and city, between nation and nation, between 
empire and ecmpire’’ (Mechilta 74a). These 
illustrations may reasonably be assigned to the 
period when the altar still stood, and also indicate 
that in the crisis of Israel's destiny Rabban 
dJochanan ben Zakkai belonged to the party which 
advocated peace with Rome. The following 
example clearly belongs to the age after the fall 


of Zion. “ One day when Rabban Jochanan ben 
' Zakkai came out from Jerusalem, and Rabbi 


Joshua, walking behind him, saw tho Temple in 
ruins, the disciple exclaimed, Woe unto us that this 
House has been destroyed, the place where they 
made atonement for the sins of Isracl. Rabban 
Jochanan said unto him, My son, grieve not, for 
we have still a means of atonement that is like unto 
the Sanctuary, as it says, For I desire loving- 
kindness, and not sacrifice '' (Hosca vi. 6) [Abot 
de Rabbi Nathan, iv, 11 a}. 

Another attractive line of inquiry is to deter. 
mine the sequence of the bearers of the Tradition, 
and the evolution of their interpretation of the 
content of Jewish theology. 

It is rolated of Shammai, the Elder, that every 
day of the week he thought of his food in terms of 
honour of the Sabbath. When ho found a good 
animal he would say, “‘ This shall be for the Sab- 
bath.’’ But if he found a better onc, he would eat 
the first and sot the socond aside for the Sabbath. 
Hillel, the Elder, however, adopted a different 
attitude, for all his deeds were performed in the 
Name of Heaven, as it is said, Blessed be the Lord, 
day by day (Psalm Ixviii. 20) [Betzah 16a}. Hillel 
used to say, “If not now, when ?’’ (Abot i. 14), 
Hillal said, “ Trust not in thyself until the day of 
thy death. Neither say, when I have leisure I 
will study ; perchance thov wilt have no leisure "’ 
(Abot ii. 5). ‘Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai 
received the tradition from Hillel and Shammai 
(Abot ii, 9). Like a true artist he made use of the 
power of selection and exclusion in the construction 
of his own exposition, still based, however, on the 
teaching of his masters, Hence Hillel's emphasis 
on the duty of to-day and not waiting for the chance 
which to-morrow may bring, was born anew in the 
mind of Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai. He did not 
slavishly copy Hillel's idea, but sought to realise 
a larger conception of its implication. He laid 
emphasis on the need of readiness in responding to 
the call of to-day in the form of a parable. A king 
invited his servants to a banquet, but did not state 
the exact time. The wise among them dressed them- 
selves and stood roady in front of the palace, for

The Difficulties of German Jewry. 
Illuminating Results of an Appeal. 


RULLYING ATTITUDE TO JEWISH NATIONALISTS, 
[From our Correspondent— BERLIN. } 


The events in Palestine, which have received great publicity in the 
German press, and the appeal for “ help for upbuilding” recently issued 
by the German me mbers of the Jewish Agency jointly with the Keren 
Hayes has had the unexpected cffect of re-opening in full the old 
controversy around the problem of the Jewish Agency and Jewish 
Nationalism. As soon as the appeal which claimed that the “ Agency 
succeeded in uniting the whole of Jewry for the upbuilding of Palestine,” 
appeared in the Jewish and general press, the Board of the Association 
of “ Liberal ” Jewry issued the following statement: 

“It is not correct that, as stated in the Appeal, the Agency united 
the whole of Jewry with regard to the upbuilding of Palestine, and that 
the representatives of Jewish Communities of all countries have put 
themselves under an obligation to co-operate in the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. What is true is that the majority 
of German Jews regard Jewish National work as undesirable because 
they consider themselves nationally German, and Jewry to them is not a 
pationa! but a religious communpbity. For this reason the large associa- 


tions of German Jewry have refused to participate in the Jewish Agency. — 


We deeply mourn the victims of the recent outrages in Palestine, but we 
refuse to give assistance to Jewish Nationa! upbuilding work. We consider 
that the only true task of the Jews is to work for the realisation of the 
religious and moral ideals of Jewry in their respective home-countries.” 
This statemént issued at the present jancture has naturally caused 
a stir among Zionists and adherents of the Jewish Agency, who have just 
boasted of “the unity of Jewry under the banners of the Agency.” 


Professor Hellpach Interferes. 


If the statement of the “ Liberal” Jews was an isolated expression of 
opinion the harm would not be so great, but in connection with similar 
utterances in the press ithas produced the impression of a concentrated 
action against the idea of a united Jewry. Moreover, it again brings up 
for public discussion the vexed question of the bearing which Zionism 
and the Agency may have on the status and position of the Jews in 
Germany. Responsib'e non-Zionist Jewish circles are particularly 
alarmed by an article by Professor Hell pach, the leader of the Democratic 
Party in Germany, a candidate for the Presidency of the Republic and 
a noted friend of the Jews. In this article, which was widely com. 
mented on, Professor Hellpach says, intrr a’ia, that inasmuch as the 
Jewish Agency unites now on an equal basis Zionists and non-Zionists, it 
has the stamp of approval ofthe whole ofthe Jewish peop’e of th> 
Zionist idea and the reality of the national entity of the Jews. “Unless,” 
writes the Professor, “considerable parts of Jewry unequivocally dis- 
sociate themselves from the imputation that they subscribe to the idea 
ofJews as a nation, we-—-the friends of Jews—will find ourselves ina 
dificalt position. Heretofore, in every political group, we always con- 
sidered Jewish *‘Germanity’ (Deutschheit) and the entirely religious 
character of your Jewishness as the prerequisite and basis for all our 
refutations of the anti-Semitic attacks on your ‘foreignness.’ But what 
can Wo say now?” 

lhe words of the distinguished democrat make it c’ear that the 
German Jews must now define their position. Either they are Germans 
of Jewish persuasion, and then as before they will retain the defence and 
protection of Hellpach and his colleagues, or they are Jews and members 
of the Jewish nation, who must realise, as Hellpach puts it “that their 
leaders at Zurich lead them not towards a Jewish National Home, but to 
anew World Ghetto.” Of course, it is possible that Hellpach has been 
influenced by anti-Jewish Nationalist intrigaers, who have seized on the 
blunder of the Mixed Agency pact as a means for damaging Zionism and 
frightening the timid “ Germans of the Jewish persuasion” from finding 
their moral emancipation by drifting into an understanding of the 
cance of Jewish Nationalism. 


Significant Disclosu:es. 


The Jewish press is naturally filled with replies to Professor Helipach. 
Somes consider his interference uncalled for, others see in it a serious 
Warning. On the whole, it seems to have put a real fear into the hearts 
of the assimilated and semi-assimilated Jews. They are afraid that their 
citizenship and their status as German nationals may be jeopardised. 
Even Dr. L. Baeck, member of the Agency Council, speaks apologetically, 
pointing out that to be with Zionists in the Agency does not mean sharing 
the'r opinions, and that the original idea of Zionism is rejected by the 
majority of Jews. 

‘lost interesting are, however, the few facts which Das ISRAELI- 
Tisciils FAMILLIENBLATT, the leading and most widely read Jewish 
Weekly, publishes in connection with Hellpach’s article. It begins 
by stating that only a relatively small part of German Jewry is 
behind the Jewish Agency, that the two big Jewish religious parties 
Within German Jewry, the “ Liberals ” and the Orthodox are both outside 
the \vency and remain firmly opposed to the idea of Jewist nationalism, 
and that the big political organisation of the non-Zionist Jews in Germany, 
the tralvcrein of German citizens of the Jewish persuasion, has officially 
rejected the offer to participate in the Agency, Continuing, it reveals 
that the German representatives were not elected on the Agency, but 
Were appointed by acommittee to which only a few Jewish Communities 
Seni delegates.

The Roumanian Outrages. 


Cuza Back at His Old Tricks. 
(From our Correspondent,—BUCHAREST |. 

Professor Cuza has organised a secret Council with the participation 
of military and civil officials to combat the Jews. His followers have 
begun to spread blood libel literature, but the Government has ordered 
the confiscation of this literature and has prohibited all officials from 
joining the Cuzaist Council, 

It transpires that once again the anti-Semitic students were able 
during the last week's disturbances on the railways to control the railway 
oMcials. In one place the train waited for three hours for the stadents 
to return to it from their invasion of atown. The students in one train 
seizeda Jewish father and mother and three children (aged six, eight and 
ten) and ejected each of them at separate stations. Non-Jews who 
dared to interfere with the stadents’ attacks were also ill-treated. 

The Government had ample notice of the preparations of the students 
to create trouble, yet it remained inactive. 

The Roumanian Delegation at the League of Nations has assured 
Mr. Z. Aberson, of the Council for the Protection of Jewish Minority 
Kights, that all students who were guilty of the riots in Roumania will be 
punished. 

The lhoumoanian Government has carried out its promise, and has 


prohibited army officers and civil servants from joiniug the Cuzasist anti- 
Semitic League. 


Jewish Education in Turkey, 
Why the Schools are Closing Down. 


(From our Correspondent—CONSTANTINOPLE, } 


It will be remembered that four years ago the Government decided 
to convert al! the primary Jewish schools into Turkish schools. The 
only favour that was accorded was that the process should be a gradual 
one extending overfour or five years. The process was to include the 
elimination of all foreign tongues, and the teaching of the Turkish 
language exclusively. 

For the last two years we have witnessed an extraordinary 
phenomenon: Jewish children have been leaving the Jewish schools. 
They bave found that a command of the Tarkish tongue alone is not 
enough to enabie them to earn their living when they go out into the 
world. Many of them therefore prefer Christiana schools, because these, 
being controlled by a different authority, teach other languages besides 
Turkish. And this desertion is practised not only by the upper classea, 
but by the poor people as well, who realise that it is only by a knowledge 
of Western languages that they can raise their status in life. Last year 
the principal schoo! of Balat, at one time the most populous Jewish centro 
in Constantinople, closed its doors. This year it is the torn of Haydar 


- Pacha, which used to be one of the most prosperous districts. Ose 


hundred out of its hundred and fifty pupils have left the school, and a'l 
hecause the instruction isin Turkish. The number of children that havo 
returned to the school of Conzgoundjouk this year has decreased consider- 
ably, and the whole membership of the Ortakeny school is scarcely enough 
for two classes. As for the big schools of Calata--Pera-—Chichili, the 
senior classes are deserted, and the pupils have entered the Lycée Beas 
Bérith and the Christias schools where they learn French, English and 
German. 


Jewish Emigration ‘from Turkey. | 


[From our Correspondent—CONSTANTINOPLE.} 


The movement of Jews from Turkey to the West, which some years 
ago assumed extraordinary proportions, has began again. There is nota 
boat leaving for Marseilles and the ports of South America without a 
Jewish family on board. The number of Jews who have emigrated from 
Constantinople alone during the last seven or eight years is estimated 
at 70,000. 


Polish Students Abroad, 
Their Attitude to the Jerusalem University. 
[From a Correspondent—WAnsaw,] 


As many as 8,009 Jewish students, all Polish citizens, are ccmpelled 
at present to leave their homes and complete their edacation abroa‘4, in 
foreign universities. Restrictious of all kinds imposed on Jewish youth, 
including in some cases the open application of Numerus Ciausus, have 
brought about this very abnormal position. To have to send their sons 
and daughters abroad is a heavy burden on Jewish families in Poland, 
besides the moral blow it is to their civic pride. Yet this has been going 
on for years, and it will probably continue as long as the state of mind of 
the Polish intellectuals remains uachanged. 

For the students it is of course a hardship, but in the long run they 
really benefit, as the education they get abroad is vastly superior to what 
they could get at hom>. At the same time these 5,000 young people are 
in need of assistance, both material and spiritual, as they themscives 
stated daring the Conference recently held in Warsaw and attended by 
sixty-two of their delegates from various countries. 

“It is the duty of the Polish Government, which drove us out of the 
country,” read one of their resolutions, “to assist us during the years of 
our study abroad. It must instruct its consuls to pay greater attention 
to the interests and needs of its nationals.”

A draft law is about to be laid on the table of the Turkish Grand 
National Assembly whereby the bead of every Moslem family will be 
obliged to adopt a distinctive family name- This news recalls the laws 
passed at the end of the eighteenth century compelling Jews to adopt 
surnames, which gave rise to many curious patronymics. 

Surnames were not unknown to the Jews of the Middle Ages. They 
were quite common amorg the Arab speaking Jews, who probably carried 
the custom into Spain. It became increasingly common for Jews to 
assume @ surpame in addition to the name used for religious purposes as 
they began to mix more with non Jews. The S£cephardim usually adopted 
surnames after their expulsion from F pain, but the Ashkenazim, consti- 
tutirg the majority of Jews, were cooped up in the isolation of the Ghetto 
and surnames were rarely used by them until the end of the cighteenth 
century. 

Finding that identification was difficult without surnames, in 1757 a 
dccree was issued throughout the Austrian Empire orderirg Jews to adopt 
surpames, and appointing commissions of officers to register all Jews 
ender such pames. The commission was given .the power to thrust a 
same upon any Jew who declined to select one. Similar laws were 
passed in France, Prusefa and in other countries at the beginning of the 
tollowing centery. Some Governments placed restrictions upon the sur- 
rames Jews were allowed to adopt. It was not until 1656 that Bohemia 
repealed the law limiting Jews to biblical names. 

Diblical pames, in one form or another, are. of course the most com- 
mon typecf Jewish surname. Among all Jewish Communities there are 
sure to be many Levys, Cohens, Isaacs, Myers, Samuels, Solomons, 
Abrahams, Jacobs and Nathans. These Biblical names take different 
forms in diffcrent countries, and are sometimes altered dlmost beyond 
recognition. Levi becomes Levine, Levinsky, Lewis, Loeb, Loewe, and, 
in France, Elvyand Halevy. Coben becomes Cohan, Cone and sometimes 
Coon in Amorica; Cahn, Caen, and Cain in France; Kahan, Kagen, and 
Kogen in Rassia. 

Many Jews took the name of their trade or occupation for their sur- 
name. This accounts for the origin of many popular Jewish names like 
Schneider tailor”), Kaufman (“merchant”), Goldschmidt (“goldsmith”), 
avd Hoffman (“farm bailiff"). Some of these occupational names are 
more definitely Jewish, such as Rabbinowitz, Shadkun, Parnass and 
Gabbay. Singer, Cantor, Chazan, denote the singers of Isracl. The 
Kaisers and the Kings are not descendants of royalty, but probably of 
those who took the royal parts in the “ Purim spiel.” The trade sigus of 
the Fraukfort “Judengasse " contributed at least two of the greatest names 
in Jewry— Rothschild Red-shield ") and Schiff (“ship”). 

The names of localities have been very popular for surnames. 
Hollander, Deutsch, Frank, Pollock and Polack are obviously taken from 
countries. Towns have given Berliner, Posner (Posen), Speyer (in 
Bavaria), Schlesinger (Schiiusingin in Thuringia), as well as such names 
which suggest international finance—Cassell, Oppenheim, and Bischoffs- 
heim. «The name Dreyfus is not connected with the town Tréves, as has 
often been suggested, but means “a maker of tripods.” Ginsberg and 
Greenberg (“green hill”) may not be made up names, but may denote 
connection with the town of Giinsburg in southern Germany. .The names 
of several other small towns may also have originated several popular 
flowery Jewish surnames, which are apparently artificial. Da Costa and 
Da Silva, popular Sephardic surnames, are the Portuguese for “of the 
coast” and “of the wood” respectively. The name Gordon is sometimes 
associated with the Russian town of Grodno. 

Many common Jewish names are very beautiful, though they may 
“cause the heathen to scoff.” Has any other people such poetical names 
as Kosenthal rose-valley”), or Blumenfeld (“flower-field ")? Other 
surnames suggest the wealth that Jewry is popularly supposed to 
possess—Goldberg (“gold hill”), Edelstein (“precious stone”). Some 
common Jewish names are compliments in themselves—Seligman 
(“ Biessed man”), Ehriich (“honourable”), Friedman (“man of peace ”) 
aud Lipman, Liebman (“ beloved man”. 

The commissiona set up to carry out the law did not always bestow 
surnames as picturesque or complimentary as these. Busy cynical or 
brutal officers often forced upon helpless Jews names which are bizarre 
and in some cases outrageous. This accounts for the curious patronymics 
which prevail among Jews. For those not burdened with them, the 
following surnames may sound comic—Singmirvas (“sing me some- 
thing”), Kissemich (“kiss me”), Susskind (“sweet-child ”), Kanarienvogel 
(canary bird”), Himmelblau (“sky-blué ”), Fresser (“ glutton "), Weinglas 
(“ wine-glass”), Drachenblut (“dragon's Blood”), Temperaturweschel 
(“change of temperature”). Some of the surnames forced upon Jews 
are eloquent of the oppression they then endured at the bands of cruel 
oficials—examples of these are Lumpe (“rascal”), Gottlos (“Godless ™), 
Kanalgeruch (“canal smell”) and Wanzenknicker (“.bug-killer”) !

Sirn,— Ministers may argue one way or another—thanks however to 
the Rev. A. A. Green’s brave stand, the plain man in the Synagogue 
knows one thing; the Hymn “ Ob God Onur Help in Ages Past,” which he 
wes brought up to know as a hymn of the Church, has suddenly found 
its way into the Siddur. If you tell him that it is “Psalm xc.” you 
deliberately mislead him. Itis not the Psalm; it is a Hymo based on 
the Psalm. No honest business man would call a painting a “ Rembrandt” 
because the artist succeeded in producing a great work of art on 
Rembrandt's motives. 

I venture a frank question: Would the Chief Rabbi recommend the 
reciting of it during the regular services in the United Synago:ncs? I 
hope we have not gone so far yet. If not, then for a thousand more 
reasons it should have found no place in the Children’s Prayer Book. The 
subtle infiaences of the Church are powerfal enough in schools, in society 
and everywhere. Break down the dividing walls between Chuich and 
Synagogue before the eyes of the young and their religious future > black 
indeed. We have suffered two thousand years of martyrdom for the sake 
of this dividing line—surely every earnest Jew should protest! in the 
strongest possible manner against this flirtation with the Church.

The Lord Mayor of Manchester, in pro- 
posing “ The Success of the Home and School,” said that the Home was 
doing an enormous amount of good work by helping to buiid up. the 
( tutions and to provide for the future well-being of the children. and 
should be supported also by those who were not citizens of Manchester 
and Salford. There could be no better cause. ’ 

Councillor 8. FINBURGH, J.P., in seconding, referred to “that wonderfal 
institution” which saved the Community from the danger of a growing 


veneration of ailing children. It was a valuable asset to the nation. he 
added. The names cf Mrs. Quas-Cohen and Miss Lavgdon were coupled 
with the toast. 

Later in the day a large crowd of visitors inspected the Home at 
Deiamere. 

\t the opening ceremony Mrs. ()uas-Cohen presided. Mr. HAroup L, 
CoueNn (of Liverpool), in presenting a gold key to Lord Rothschild, 
expressed pleasant surprise at the numerous devices for providing the 
children with amusement. A tribute, he said, was due tothe energetic 
helpers and particularly to Miss Langdon. He was pleased to present a 
cheque for £250 and toenrol his wife as a Life Governor. Lord Rotb- 
echild then declared the extensions open. 

THE LORD MAyorn OF HULL (Councillor B. Peariman) unveiled the 
Heynssen-Lipman Assembly Hall Tablet. The twoladies in whose name 
the tablet was erected, must have been inspired with great human pity. 
The statistics of the School showed that eighty-eight per cent. of their 
children were completely cured: nine per cent. required only partial 
after-treatment, but were capable of attending ordinary school; while 
only a little more than two per cent. were incurable. They must see 
that a system Of after-care be provided so that the 7 gained might 
be maintained. 

A Dedicatory Prayer was offered up by the Rev. J. P. Mendoza, B.A,

There are three stages in the annual life of Sir Henry Wood's 
orchestra. In the early stage they are under-rehearsed, then comes the 
peak period when they are at their best, and now we approach.the decline 
is brought about by ordinary human tiredness. Last week's 

formance of the Empcror Concerto was an example of this third 
nase. All joyful music is, among other things, a mediom for expressing 
he joy of performers, a joy that has forgivably been a little damped by 
weeks of rehearsals and performances ina heat wave. And a siuggish 

rchestra in the Emperor is enough to disconcert any soloist. This may 
have been responsible for a certain Jack of buoyancy, especially in the 
last movement, in Lamond’s playing, which in other respects was as 
perfect as we have come to expect of him. 

Coming fresh into the field the British Women’s Symphony Orchestra 
have as yet had no physical fatigue to battle with, and sothey gavea 
very forceful performance of Dvorak’s Symphony No. 1 at their first 
concert at the Queen’s Hall last week. This is one of the few works 
of Dvorak that maintain interest to the end. In fact it accumulates 
interest, and the playing of the orchestra accumulated intensity. Miss 
Bidgood’s excellent work with the timpani and the incisive call of the 
trumpets made the “Furiant” and the finale exceptionally memorable. 
The tone of the strings is very »!easant indeed and they usually play well 
together, an occasional raggedness in a//egro forte passages being notice- 
able because of its rarity. I could add that the orchestra has not yet the 
supreme discipline necessary for Mozart, but that can be said of most 
orchestras. Wilfred Worden, a thirteen-year-old pianist, took the solo 
part in Mozart's Concerto in A, ‘and played a group by Bach, Scarlatti 
and Chopin. I do not feel that it is the critic’s business to make the 
obvious remark that Master Worden is wonderful for hisage. He must 
be judged as an adult, and on this basis he is quite adequate and nothing 
else. His clean performance of the Prelude from Bach's 20d English 
Suite was a technical achievement, but in general his interpretations 
gave the impression of being imposed. 

The Snow String Quartet at the Wigmore Hall on Monday gave the 
first performance of a Quirtet in G major by Herbert W. Sumsion, 
Though it lacks individuality this is quite a lovely thing. The movements 
hang well together, with perhaps not enough variety. Mr. Sumsion uses 
iissonances when it suits his purpose, but in general he keeps them 
waiting outside. Most encouraging was the impression that Mr. Sumsion 
gave that he was writing because he had something to express and not 
merely because he was interested in modes of expression. The quartet 
played well and with homogeneity of interpretation. This was particularly 
noteworthy in Ravel's quartet. Though there was a slight lack of delicacy, 
their playing was always incisive and their tone was excellent. It was 
4 pleasure to note the way they moderated their tone for Mozart's D 
Quartet.

Aram was sacrificed 
mstead of Isaac. Therefore the Shofar is made ofa ram’s horn, so that 
rod, seated on His Judgment Throne and looking through the Book of 
Remembrance, should bethink Himself of Isaac and the sacrificial ram.

HAPPY NEW YEAR to all my readers! So far

A PLEDGE, 

Rosh Hashana implies a pledge of renewal. . It is not 
merely the turn of the year. It is intended to mark the 
turning of ourselves into something better. Man was 
created not to stand still but to progress. He must have 
something whereby to mark that progress. If you go up 
in an aeroplane and gaze out into space, you cannot tell 
that you are in motion. It is only when you fix your eye 
on some point that you can realise you are moving. Rosh 
Hashana serves as such a point. We can say: Well, 
thank God, I have grown stronger and wiser since last 
Rosh Hashana.’ But there must be no smug self-satisfac- 
tion in this contemplation. It must be used as a spur to 
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further achievement. Each New Year must find us new 
boys and girls, new men and women. 
A TRUMPET CALL, 

The fact that the first day of the Festival falls on @ 
Sabbath will debar us from hearing the strident notes of 
the Shofar to-morrow. But that fact need not preclude 
us from remembering this characteristic feature of the 
celebration. It must stir our imagination to recall that 
the Shofar has been sounded for ages past right back to 
the time when the trumpet was sounded in the wilderness 
to give an alarm, or more often as a signal tothe Israelites 
to break camp and move on towards the Promised Land. 
ft serves the same functions to-day. It is still an alarm 
signal, Warning us against the foes that constantly beset 
us, our evil inclinations, the temptations that would lure 
us from the right path. And it is also a call to us to move 
forward in our progress towards the Promised Land of 
human. betterment and happiness. 


THE TOUCH OF SWEETNESS. 

There is one other piece of symbolism associated with 
Rosh Hashana. 1 refer to the pretty custom of partaking 
in the home on the eve of the Festival of apple and honey, 
to picture the hope that the coming year may be a 
“sweet” one, There are many things that can sweeten 
our lives. There are “the little nameless unremembered 
acts of kindness and of love” that the poet conceives as 
the best portion of a good man'stife. Thoughtfulness and 
charity can do much to sweeten our own and our neigh- 
bour’s lives. Self-control is another element in the same 
process. By governing our tempers, by cultivating a sunny 
disposition, by irradiating goodwill and kindliness, we can 
spread sweetness al! around us. I hope that this suggestion 
of the pretty ceremony will produce good results,
